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ORDINANCE NO. 2000- 039 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 

ALLOWING VIOLATIONS OF ANY COUNTY OR MUNICIPAL 

PARKING ORDINANCES TO BE HEARD BY A HEARING 

OFFICER DESIGNATED TO PRESIDE OVER CIVIL 

TRAFFIC INFRACTIONS; PROVIDING FOR THE 

COLLECTION AND DISTRIBUTION OF FINES, 

FORFEITURES AND COURT COSTS; PROVIDING FOR 

APPLICABILITY; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS 

IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 

PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE; AND 

PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, Florida Statute 318.325 permits a county to 
adopt an ordinance that allows county or municipal parking 
ordinance violations to be heard by a hearing officer designated to 
preside over civil traffic infractions; and 

WHEREAS, the utilization of hearing officers for parking 
infractions contributes to court efficiency by not clogging the 
dockets of county court judges. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


Section 1. Designation of Hearing Officers to Hear 
Parking Infractions. Violations of any county or municipal parking 
ordinance may be referred to a hearing officer designated to 
preside over civil traffic infractions. The violation must be 
enforced and disposed of in accordance with the provisions of 
general law applicable to parking violations and with the charter 
or code of Palm Beach County or the municipality where the 
violation occurred. 

Section 2. Collection and Distribution of Fines, 
Forfeitures and Court Costs. The Clerk of the Court shall collect 
and distribute the fines, forfeitures and court costs assessed by 
the hearing officer. Fines and forfeitures received from parking 
violations committed within the unincorporated areas of the county 
or within the boundaries of a municipality must be collected and 
paid monthly to the county or municipality, respectively. Court 
costs assessed by the hearing officer must be paid to Palm Beach 


County. 


Section 3. Applicability. This ordinance shall have 
countywide applicability. 

Section 4. Repeal of Laws in Conflict. All local 
laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area of Palm 
Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Severability. If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, phrase or word of this Ordinance is for any 
reason held by the Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative or 
void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 6. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and 
Ordinances. The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be 
made a part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered 
or relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "Section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Section 7. Effective Date. The provisions of this 


Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the Department of 


State.
